be abroad dayly, though not fully cured : and 

on the Friday tollowing, about the houre of 
threein the after noone, comming among his 
Souldiers (which were accompanied with the 
Earle of Eſſex , and Gouernour Burrowes their 
men) into the foreſaid worke, where his foot- 
man bringing with him a kinde of a wilde 
mans Club or Maule, as we call it, which hee

Enemies worke; and thot him on the in-{1de of 
the right thigh , at which hee falling dovwwne, 
vied Fel words ; Ah Gentlemen, I haue loſt 
my lege, Ihaue loſt my legge ; bur be not you 
diſcomforted, but fight, tight braue Engliſh- 
men,for my heart ſhall be with you all, and my 
heart is vvith you all; but being taken from the 
wall, his legge drawing after him, the ſplinters 
of the bones piercd through the fleſh , which 
G3 cauled 


cauſed it to bleed : ſo breath failing in him, hee 
ſpake to this or the like purpoſe * Ob my God, 
how much am 7 bound to giue thee thankes for 
[ mitting me to liue thus long a Souldier, and to dye a 
b Souldier among theſe Gentlemen and my fellow 
| Souldier. 

Hauing vttered theſe words he ſounded, and 
was conuayed to his Chamber in the Towne 
where he was carefully dreſt ; but all would 
not preſerue life in-him : ſo that about two of 

| theclocke the next morning life left him, and 
on Saturday the next day. was Honorably bu- 
ried in the Dutch Church at Frankendale, Arun | 
caried to the Church by the Graue van Whit- 
tenſten, Captaine Striffe, and other Officers, 
where becauſe the Enemie was ſo neare the 
Towne walles, no Drumme was ſuffered to 
beat a dead Martch at his Funerall, nor any 
Vollyes of ſhot giuen , becauſe the Enemie 
ihould not knovv that any of note was dead, 
or {laine : His death was much lamented by 
the Souldiers , and alſo by the Burgers of the 
Towne} who to {heyy their loue, haue erected | 
aMonument in remembrance of ſo gallant and 
braue a Souldier as Captaine Farfax was.
